The w ater system on the farm home 
may tie simple or elaborate, according 
to the investment the owner is able 
to make, United States departm ent of 
agriculture rural engineers say.

munufacfurer. 
The minimum, never 
more than the average, flow of the 
spring should determine the size of 
the ram.
